An experiment iii growing I sit a toes 
which was made by a gardener not far 
from where the writer lives may iii 
terest 
some of our 
readers. 
Last 
spring at planting time he dug a 
trench seven or eight inches deep, the 
width of nu ordinary shovel and tvveu 
ty five 
feet 
In 
length. 
When 
the 
trench was dug about four inches of 
loose earth were scattered over the 
bottom. 
On top of this tbe pieces of 
s«*ed were planted six inches apart. 
aud on top of the seed |K>fntoes the 
mellow 
earth 
was 
shoveled. 
The 
growing potatoes were giveu no hill 
lug during the season. 
At harvest 
time this twenty five foot row yielded 
three and a half bushels of tubers 
An acre ut tin* same rate would .Geld 
8d7 bushels 
So g«H*d were the re 
suits that this gardener will try a 
larger tract of ground in the same 
way next spring
